to any particular detail of the fubject which he meant 
to-ftate for their approbation. *He should confine . 
himfelf merelero fuch a general’ view Of it as was. 
neceflary to elucidate its principle, and the-héeeffity | 
of the expediept.’ In this he had ‘to nogice, that the 
collectors of the revenue had. been greatly pesplexed 
and embarrafied by the, variety. of duties levied on 
the fame article, - ‘This intricacy was-a’ great means 
of retarding ‘that profecution of bufineis* which a 
country fo commercial as this demanded.

ther a fubjeé of aftonithment to him-hoew fo great a 
commerce as this country enjoyed was tranfaéted .| 
with fo much facility and expedition. ‘I'wo caufes, 
he faid, could only be afigned for this. The one 
was the habit in which the revenue officers appoint- 
ed‘ to eftimate and colle the duties were-cf having 
previoufly calculated the whole duty payable on any 
given commodity.
